Judges are elected officials barred by law from telling voters what they 
would decide in the courtroom.

You could make the argument 
that the single most important figure in 
the American criminal justice system — 
aside from the person accused of break- 
ing the law — is the judge. 

The judge sets the tone and the pace 
of the courtroom; in non-jury cases, 
the judge decides the verdict; the judge 
picks the punishment (within the 
confines of the law, which often gives a 
judge plenty of leeway). 

And the citizens have a say in who 
is invested with such power, which 
generally lasts until the judge dies 
or chooses to retire: 99 percent of 
incumbent judges were reelected in 
California in 2014, and out of the 470 
Superior Court judges gunning for re- 
election that year, 450 ran unopposed, 
according to Ballotpedia. 

They are also the elected officials 
about whom the voters know the 
least. Unlike a constantly-in-the-news 
lawmaker or mayor, there is no easy 
way for the public to look up a sitting 
judge’s record on the bench; doing so 
would require hours upon hours of 
digging through court records and 
transcripts (which are also not cheap 
to acquire). 

And would-be judges are also barred 
from revealing too much about their 
leanings while on the campaign trail — 
it’s the law. 

“People ask me, ‘What about Uber 
and Lyft? What are your thoughts 


Gang Mentality 


It doesn't take much to be

San Francisco police Sgt. 
Leonard Broberg was none too pleased 
about being called into work on a Sun- 
day afternoon in March 2015 after po- 
lice interrupted a rap video shoot in 
Hunters Point and detained the partici- 
pants — and he showed it. 

For 20 years the SFPD’s Gang 
Task Force’s in-house expert on Afri- 
can-American gangs in Bayview-Hunt- 
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about Airbnb?’” says Paul Henderson, 
the chief criminal justice advisor for 
Mayor Ed Lee, and a former chief pros- 
ecutor for the district attorney, who is 
one of the three candidates running 
for an open seat on the bench in San 
Francisco. 

Those questions — along with que- 
ries about stances on the death penal- 
ty, and anything else that might come 
before Henderson and his competitors, 
civil rights attorney and Police Com- 
missioner Victor Hwang, and longtime 
litigator Sigrid Irias — must remain 
unanswered. If they did offer opinions, 
that could show prejudice, and ergo 
force them to recuse themselves from 
any related case. (Both Uber and Lyft 
have been in court recently, and a Mar- 
ket Street hotel accused of violating 
city law regulating Airbnb has a cur- 
rent pending case.) 

As a result, “We can't give positions 
on the things people want to know 
about the most,” Henderson says. 

This leaves the judicial candidates 
to talk up their legal records. Voters 
“do ask me what I stand for, and what 
I’ve done,’ says Hwang, who gets to re- 
count the top “exceptionally well-qual- 
ified” rating he received from the local 
Bar Association, his stint on the police 
commission, and his tenure as both 
a civil rights lawyer and prosecutor. 
Henderson gets to tout the stints 
he did as a temporary pro tem judge 
hearing civil cases in Alameda County 
and juvenile cases in an alternative

Gang membership is loosely defined 


in state law — there’s a list of criteria, 


of which you need only meet two — but 


in court, a gang enhancement is dead 


serious, and can mean a lengthy stint in 


state prison.

justice program in San Francisco. 
(Judicial positions are nonparti- 
san, but party politics still come 
into play.

This also means 
the public really has 
no idea how a future 
judge will behave on 
the bench. Which, if 
not exactly transparent 
or democratic, is at least the 
near-total guesswork consis- 
tent with what the public 
knows about our current 
judges-for-life. 


(They’re members of the “Big Block” 
gang, according to police, despite the 
leader of Big Block being sentenced to 
prison over a decade ago.) 

That — and Broberg mocking the 
men for shooting a rap video and not 
“getting ready for their job interviews 
or going to work on Monday” — was 
all captured on an audio recording, 
released publicly last week by the Public 
Defender’s Office, which says that this 
is all evidence Broberg is biased toward 
identifying men as gang members re- 
gardless of the totality of the evidence 
— and should be removed from his 
post at the Gang Task Force as a result. 

The public defender provided the au- 
dio recording to both the district attor- 
ney and San Francisco police Chief Greg 
Suhr in January, and went public with 
it after no action appeared to have been 
taken. A police spokeswoman could say 
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only that the incident is under review. 

Broberg himself says this is a tit-for- 
tat situation — revenge for the time 
he plucked an attorney working for 
the public defender out of line at the 
taco truck near the Hall of Justice and 
placed him under arrest for allegedly 
allowing a client to lie on the stand. (No 
charges were ever filed.) 

He says the recording shows noth- 
ing more than “it had been a rough cou- 
ple of weeks” for him and that he has “a 
mouth like a truck driver and a sailor,” 
pointing out he also refers to other cops 
as “jackasses” on the tape. 

Not so, says Rebecca Young, head of 
the homicide unit at the Public Defend- 
er’s Office and a repeat Broberg foil (to 
whom Broberg also refers as a “bitch” 
on the tape). 

To Young, Broberg’s breezy atti- 
tude when deciding who is labeled a

gang member for life shows a level of 
hostility and contempt that is a much 
stronger showing of bias than a cop 
who tells his buddies he’s in Bayview to 
“kill n------” (at press time, Bayview had 
that happen, too). 

“We believe he shows a pattern and 
practice of unprofessional conduct 
and implicit bias,” she told SF Weekly, 
claiming that Broberg routinely tells 
teenagers what another teenager said 
about them on social media, and of- 
ten reminds them of decade-old beef 
between older brothers to encourage 
conflict that can be later labeled as gang 
activity. “And mind you, he’s doing this 
with children.” 

“This is over-policing of black men 
in these public housing projects that’s 
completely oppressive,” she says, “and 
it keeps them down.”

The Age of 
Cannabis Cash 
in Politics 


If the Mission District manifested 
its own member of Congress — and if 
this representative were a he in his late 
60s — he would look exactly like Earl 
Blumenauer. 

A mix of Bernie Sanders and Bill 
Nye the Science Guy, decked out in a 
bright-patterned bow-tie and plaid- 
checked sportcoat — and witha 
bicycle for a lapel pin — Blumenauer 
cut a natty, professor-like figure as we 
shared coffee on the patio of a Sixth 
Street café (a phrase that still feels un- 
real to type). 

The representative for that hipster 
haven to our north called Portland, 
where there are currently over 100 
retail outlets selling recreational can- 
nabis, Blumenauer was in town last 
week for the first stop of a four-day, 
multi-city swing through California. 
In San Francisco and Silicon Valley, he 
had meetings scheduled with Uber and 
Google, as well as a lecture at Stanford 
and a campaign event in Santa Barba- 
ra, before making stops in Las Vegas 
and points east. 


In addition to meeting with busi- 
ness types, lawyers, and politicos, 
Blumenauer is mounting a nationwide 
tour: traveling to every state in the 
union that has a legalization measure 
on this fall’s ballot — places like Ohio, 
Vermont, Florida, and Maine as well as 
California — to talk up the many ben- 
efits and few appreciable drawbacks of 
allowing adults to buy and sell canna- 
bis, as well as the necessity of allow- 
ing legal weed businesses to openly 
use banks and claim their business 
expenses on their taxes (two things 
they still cannot do). 

This is something he’s been work- 
ing on for a while — he helped pass a 
decriminalization bill in the Oregon 
state legislature in 1973. And over 
40 years later, the final victory is in 
reach. 

“If we do this right,” he says, “in 
five years, it’s game 
over’ for cannabis pro- 
hibition. 

But to do that, he 
needs money. And 
that was the other 
reason for his visit: 

A few hours after our 
coffee date, he was at 
the Twitter building, 
collecting checks from 
entrepreneurs — who 
paid between $150 








and $1,000 to bend his ear — ata 
fundraiser thrown by the cannabis 
industry. 

Out-of-town politicians rolling 
through town is nothing new. Pres- 
ident Barack Obama regularly uses 
the Bay Area and Silicon Valley as 
an ATM, and of course Sen. Dianne 
Feinstein and U.S. Rep. Nancy Pelosi 
are happy to collect checks from 
their neighbors. But it would still be 
a quantum leap to see the likes of 
them or Mayor Ed Lee comfortably 
pressing the flesh with people smell- 
ing faintly of vape pen, however well- 
dressed and eager to contribute. 

So in the meantime, elected from 
elsewhere are happy to fill the gap 
and take money from marijuana, 
which is more than eager to get in- 
volved with government. 

A few nights before “Congress- 
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man B” rolled through town, state- 
wide politicians were in San Francis- 
co, and making promises to a room 
full of weed growers at the Rexford 
near Union Square. 

Assemblyman Rob Bonta (D-AI- 
ameda) is one of the lead authors of 
the Medical Marijuana Regulation 
and Safety Act, which explicitly au- 
thorized for-profit commercial can- 
nabis activity in California. He was 
the main attraction at an event bene- 
fiting the California Growers’ Associ- 
ation, the major lobby — but, believe 
it or not, not the only lobby — for 
cannabis growers in Sacramento. 

Also there was San Francisco Su- 
pervisor Scott Wiener, who openly 
hopes to represent the cannabis 
industry’s needs in the state Senate 
(and who appears to have outflanked 

his colleague and com- 
petitor for the seat, 
Supervisor Jane Kim, on 
the weed issue). 

“It was sort of a far- 
cical situation for a long 
time, where we pretend- 
ed the cannabis industry 
didn’t exist,” Wiener 
says. ‘It does exist. It 
employs a lot of people, 
and it creates a product 
a lot of people want.” 

Pot is far from Wie- 


ner’s top issue, and cannabis is not 
giving Wiener anywhere near the 
amount of money seen from real es- 
tate or other interests. But for now, 
in addition to publicly supporting the 
Adult Use of Marijuana Act, the rec- 
reational cannabis legalization mea- 
sure that California will vote on in 
the fall, Wiener — the wonky, self-de- 
clared urbanist and Harvard lawyer 
who looks to be about the last person 
you'd expect to be pro-cannabis — is 
the local elected official who has done 
the most on the cannabis issue. 

Wiener sponsored the legislation 
to create a city task force to figure 
out how to get San Francisco ready 
for legalization. He is also the lone 
local elected official pushing city bu- 
reaucrats to figure out what the city 
needs to do to ensure that its current 
medical cannabis industry — roughly 
30 medical marijuana retail outlets, 
plus the warehouses that may number 
in the dozens where some of that mar- 
ijuana is grown — complies with Bon- 
ta’s MMRSA and can acquire the state 
licenses that will be required to stay in 
business past Jan. 1, 2018. 

All that is is to say Scott Wiener 
has done more than nothing. Which, 
for now at least, is worth some checks 
from cannabis.

Louise Osmond’s documentary Dark Horse is a true story just begging to be- 
come a Feel Good Movie — Disney, Sports Division — though hopefully they 
would give it a less trite title that hasn't already been used multiple times in this 
decade alone, including another film released just last month.

Not rated. Opens Friday at Opera Plaza Theatre. 
Rob Reiner’s Being Charlie exists in that worn-out zone of mutual incomprehen- 
sion — “Parents/Kids just don’t understand” — and then fails to add anything 
new to an already exhausted genre. The direction itself is chiefly to blame, but 
the narrative structure is also a mess. Initially, we don’t see the behavior that led 
Charlie (Nick Robinson, whose full-lipped pout is his actorly crutch) to rehab. 
We also don't see his troubled family history. By the time both are enacted, too 
much time has passed in the film for the audience to trust or distrust anyone’s 
point of view. Robinson doesn’t yet have the inner resources to demand our at- 
tention, sympathy, or allegiance. He’s not helped by many of the script’s tonal 
missteps (like comedy mined from mothers crying at a rehab center). Shooting 
a gritty close-up of a needle in an arm vein isn’t convincing when the imagined 
world around it is this artificial. Addiction, for those of us who’ve seen it first- 
hand, is burdensome, a psychological weight for the sufferer and their loved 
ones. On film, it can be made to look and feel real. Requiem for a Dream (2000); 
Half Nelson (2006); and Keep the Lights On (2012) are just three fine examples of 
that specific kind of heaviness. Being Charlie wants to make one addict’s prob- 
lems at once light and substantial but fails by confusing these two conflicting

Being a sequel-in-name-only, 
Soi Cheang’s Kill Zone 2 requires

This convoluted nam- 
ing history is appropriate for a 
film that — not uncommonly 
for Hong Kong action films — 
is somewhat overstuffed with 
characters and plot.

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High-Rise 
Rated R. Opens Friday. 


The first sentence of J.G. Ballard’s 1975 novel High-Rise involves the protago- 
nist cooking a dog on his apartment balcony, and it’s a good sign that Ben 
Wheatley’s film adaption doesn’t pull that particular punch. Doggy-diner Laing 
(Tom Hiddleston) reflects on the past three months, as the residents of a shiny 
new high-rise building designed by reclusive architect Mr. Royal (Jeremy Irons) 
and ravaged by power outages and food shortages began devolving into both 
metaphorical and literal class wars, cutting themselves off from both the out- 
side world and from their own humanity. High-Rise is as much of an allegory 
about class as Snowpiercer, and not to be taken literally or deconstructed for plot 
holes. Indeed, one of the two very smart things that the film does is to keep the 
original 1975 setting, as the story would have been altered far too much to be 
set in the digital age. The other smart thing was, even with a movie star like 
Hiddleston, to resist the urge to make Laing anything resembling a hero. He’s 
ultimately a passive observer of this breakdown of society, giving in to the vio- 
lence and madness rather than seeking to escape or stop it, a decision we might 
make as well. Or, to paraphrase Walt Kelly: We have met the enemy, and they is

An award-winning writer and the son 
of a southern whiskey maker, Fenton 
Johnson writes novels featuring 
modern social injustices, eternal hu- 
man conflicts, and the kinds of color- 
ful characters who could exist only in 
rural Kentucky. In his recently re- 
leased The Man Who Loved Birds, set in 
a 1980s small town there, Hindu doc-

ROAD SHOW 


It seems incredible that Wim Wenders 
received the Berlin Film Festival's life- 
time achievement award only last year 
— 15 years after Shirley MacLaine?! 
This is the man who — along with 
Rainer Fassbinder, Werner Herzog, 
and Volker Schlondorff — set the tone 
for Germany’s cinematic resurrection. 
Wenders gave us Alice in the Cit- 

ies, Wings of Desire, Pina, Buena Vista 
Social Club, and Paris, Texas. Until res- 


toration was completed in 2015, though, many of Wenders’ earlier works were 
damaged beyond screening, including the landmark Kings of the Road, which 
opens the 12-movie touring retrospective Wim Wenders: Portraits Along 
the Road. Following a film projector repair man and his heedlessly suicidal 
companion, Kings of the Road travels along the border of East and West Ger- 
many, providing a wistful but warmhearted look at a generation in search of it- 
self, as well as a prescient rumination on the future of 35mm, small-town movie 
houses, and newspapers. This is a long film, but it’s one of Wenders’ most satis- 
fying — an early glimpse of that vagabond heart that brought poetry to the road 


movie.

There are very few musicians who could don a gossamer gown and fairytale 
cloak, or arrange themselves under a heavenly backdrop of Maxfield Parrish 
clouds, while still commanding our undivided, gape-mouthed attention. Such 
are the talents of singer-songwriter-harpist Joanna Newsom, whose utterly 
peculiar phrasing and complex arrangements have never ceased to beguile us. 
Frankly, she could sing about unicorns if it meant we would experience those 
breathless moments when a single note seems to hang in the air like a drop of 
amber. But she doesn’t. Even when singing of love, as she does on her current al- 
bum, Divers, she navigates the labyrinth of human emotion, finding that dia- 
mond-like kernel of fear that accompanies attachment, which, at its very best, 
ends in death. Ever earnest, vulnerable, and oddly unpretentious, Newsom man- 
ages to compose such lyrical riddles about mythology, history, and psyches while 
still talking to her audience like the oddball girl next door. Tonight is a bit of a 
homecoming, as she curls up on the couch for a chat with longtime fan and sup- 
porter Dave Eggers of McSweeney’s, 826 Valencia — and long, long ago, the

women’s liberation by the wily PR 
man Edward Bernays — bicycles of- 
fered genuine freedom and mobility. 
Ideas of the “gentler sex” and the 
“straight-laced” woman were upended 
— corsets, which did not allow for ex- 
ertion, went out of fashion as bloomers came in. (Trousers were only a matter of 
time.) As Margaret Guroff, author of The Mechanical Horse: How the Bicycle Re- 
shaped American Life, can better explain, bicycles also revolutionized business, 
introducing the assembly line and the concept of an annual upgrade. Police and 
postal services were transformed. Locks and insurance industries expanded. 
Day trips became widely accessible, opening small towns and farmhouses up to 
the tourist trade, and, according to geneticist Steve Jones, diversifying the gene 
pool in said places. The League of American Wheelmen, like a Victorian-era Yelp, 
began rating travel routes and inns, and their powerful lobby led to the “good 
roads movement,’ which may be credited with the invention of hazard signs — 
and, unfortunately, the chain gang.

Two concurrent exhibits at

Clad in impossibly elegant 
tailoring and never failing to accessorize, 
the Sapeurs are a Congolese subculture 
bent on looking suave no matter the finan- 
cial cost. A pun on sape, French for “attire,” 
the name derives from the Société des 
Ambianceurs et des Personnes Elégantes 
(or, the Society of Ambience-Makers and 
Elegant People). With their complex reap- 
propriation of Eurocentric fashion during 
the colonial era, Sapeurs cut a particularly 
striking figure in sub-Saharan African cit- 
ies marked by endemic poverty. 

They're also a focus of one of two 
exhibits at the Museum of the African 
Diaspora (MoAD). “Dandy Lion: (Re) 
Articulating Black Masculinity” displays 
several dozen images of men of various 
ages in extraordinarily fancy duds. Some 
Sapeurs spend thousands of dollars on 
clothes, while others get their grand- 
fathers’ suits hemmed. And even at its 
most approachable from an American 
standpoint, this exhibit’s center of gravi- 
ty is firmly African. To compare it to two 
famously well-dressed musicians who 
died days apart, it’s more Papa Wemba 
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Grace and Style

than Prince. 

In some contexts, the sight of a well- 
dressed black man can cause (white) 
anxiety on par with the panic over gang 
apparel. Blowhard commentators like 
Bill O’Reilly frequently reduce the black 
male experience to tropes about street 
fashion — “Pull your pants up and get 
a job” — but images like Arteh Odjidja’s 
“Stranger in Moscow’ series play with 
discomfort in creative ways. In one, 

a dashing black man in a three-piece 
suit and shades looks at the Kremlin, 
seemingly oblivious to the stare of a 
wary Russian soldier whose expression 
suggests he’s not entirely convinced 
that this man is a tourist taking in 

the onion domes and not an MI6 op- 
erative. Others are just sexy, like Sara 
Shamsavari’s photograph of aman ina 
turquoise suit against an emerald-green 
wall. It’s coolness as defiance; this guy’s 
confident enough to exude in the act of 
power-clashing. 

“We're bombarded with images of 
black men as thugs and athletes,” cura- 
tor Shantrelle P. Lewis says. “Opposi- 
tional fashion is nothing new.” 

Calling it an analog to hip-hop’s use

of sampling, she makes the connection 
between black masculinity and the idea 
of the trickster god, and of men using 
the act of masquerade to transform into 
a higher being. If fashion is about com- 
merce and labels, then style is different: 
Even when they’re apolitical, these Sa- 
peurs are revolutionary. 

“Such intentionality behind adorn- 
ment is considered feminine,” Lewis 
says. But not in the case of these dapper, 
almost hyper-masculine gents, like 
peacocks overshadowing their (unseen) 
peahens. As a companion to “Dandy 
Lion,” MoAD is also screening an eight- 
week film series called Sweet & Dandy 
that runs through late June, with docu- 
mentaries such as The Importance of Be- 
ing Elegant (Thursday, May 19), George 
Amponsah’s look at Sapeur style in the 
Democratic Republic of the Congo, or 
AFRO-PUNK: The Movie That Sparked 
the Movement, a look at black rebels ina 
largely white subculture. 


Incidentally, the headliner at the 
2015 Afro-Punk Festival in Brooklyn was 
none other than Grace Jones, the Jamai- 
can-born high priestess of bewitching an- 
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MOoAD approach the performance of gender from different directions. 


drogyny. MoAD’s second exhibit, “The 
Grace Jones Project,’ uses Jones’ exten- 
sive body of work and influence on fash- 
ion as ajumping-off point to look at how 
deeply we’ve been under the spell cast by 
this “cultural drag magician” for almost 
40 years. 

Unlike the all-male “Dandy Lion,” 
which focuses tightly on male sartorial 
agency in the Global South, “The Grace 
Jones Project” roams more freely, land- 
ing on phenomena as disparate as The 
House of Xtravaganza (from Harlem’s 
drag ball culture) to the performance 
artist Narcissister riding an exercise 
bike decked out with sex toys, toa 
scene in Eddie Murphy’s Boomerang 
in which Jones, wearing a tree-branch 
skirt in a high-concept ad for a fra- 
grance line, cackles uncontrollably as 
she gives birth to a perfume bottle. 
This relaxation allows for more than a 
bit of silliness, as with videos by Harold 
Offeh in which he replicates some of 
Jones’ bodywork in an apartment. 

Although it would no doubt be com- 
pelling to look at the toothbrushes and 
oyster-shucking utensils she’s used and 
discarded through the years, “The Grace

Jones Project” is not a compendium 

of personal effects owned by the mys- 
terious musician. You can, however, 
trace her career arc through her album 
art and watch eight or so of her videos 
in a row (including the uniquely weird 
and wonderful “Slave to the Rhythm”). 
Curated by Nicole J. Caruth, this show 
is as fun as it is brainy, and it will still 
be up by the time Jones returns to the 
Bay Area, to play a show at The Greek 
Theatre in Berkeley on Aug. 27. One 
can easily imagine her strolling through 
MoAD’s galleries while she’s in town, 
catching a lump in her throat as she 
realizes what the children have done 
under her influence, and then laughing, 
laughing, laughing.

Living Single

“When you’re right and everyone 
else is wrong, there’s no room for any- 
thing else,” says the artist Charlie Levin, 
who spent time in a community of Israeli 
Jews and Israeli Arabs “living together in 
conflict.” 

The community’s schools teach chil- 
dren in Hebrew, Arabic, and English, 
and they actively engage in conversa- 
tions that frequently reveal opposing 
viewpoints. From this came Single 
Point Perspective: A Meditation on Race, 
Loss, Grief and The Other, a piece in 
which Levin uses wax pigments, a pane 
of glass, and a nonfiction narrative 
read by the audience to create a unique 
live experience — a performed paint- 
ing, if you will. 

Levin will perform Single Point 
Perspective at the Fort Mason Chapel, 
which features stained glass windows 
and a vaulted ceiling, as part of the San 
Francisco International Arts Festival, 
which will bring together artists from 
across the Bay Area (and 12 countries) 
for three weeks of performances, lec- 
tures, and talk-backs. 

Audiences entering the dimly lit 
space might note the smell of beeswax, 
one pleasant side effect of Levin’s prac- 
tice of painting with wax — known 
as encaustic — a method that can be 
traced back to ancient Egypt. Levin will 
provide the audience with a text that 
includes her own writing interwoven 
with quotes that reflect a range of 
American assumptions about safety, 
power, and access to resources. As 
audience members take turns reading 
the text, Levin will paint on a backlit 
glass panel, creating and changing a 
visual character. Offering an evolving 
experience of seeing and listening, she 
invites the audience to consider multi- 
ple perspectives at once. 

Having returned to Oakland just 
as the local reaction to the fatal police 
shooting and subsequent unrest in 
Ferguson, Mo., was in full swing, Levin 
was struck by the long-standing situa- 
tion of different realities existing side- 
by-side in her own community. 

“I was looking at the shootings 
and at the stories that are becoming 
more widely known about different 
experiences, such as violence, that are 
common [for some people] but seen as 
aberrations to others,” she says. “[And 
I wondered] how you keep going in 
situations that don’t have a quick fix. 
It requires a different kind of patience.” 

Levin cites perceptual artists such 
as James Turrell and Robert Irwin 
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as influences. Her work looks very 
different from theirs, but she shares 
with them an invitation to audiences 
to reflect on the experience of seeing. 
In Single Point Perspective, she provides 
an environment that encourages a con- 
templative mode, and a willingness to 
avoid leaping to conclusions. 

“(Our impression of an artwork] 
may provide a parallel to our first im- 
pression of a person,” she says. “We 
don’t know what anyone went through 
to get to where they are. When we 
learn more about a person, we see 
them differently. This performance is 
the inverse of seeing a finished paint- 
ing. At the end, the audience will know 
what went into making it.” 

Levin’s performance is not an im- 
provisation, but neither is it a literal, 
illustrative response to the text that 
audiences will read (moving at the 
rate of one page per reader, Passover 





seder-style). Rather, each of her four 
performances will yield a different 
painting and a different experience for 
the audience. 

“I come in with a plan in mind,” 
Levin says. “But depending on the 
energy of the audience, I can paint 
lyrically or I can paint aggressively. In 
some ways, the performance has some 
aspects of dance.” 

Although other contemporary art- 
ists work with pigmented wax, Levin's 
particular combination of expressive 
modes is unique. She cut her teeth 
in Chicago’s theater scene, where her 
company Local Infinity created work 
that combined performance and in- 
stallation art, focusing on what Levin 
calls the body-to-body experience of 
performer and audience. 

“We did things like use piles of dirt 
as a metaphor for home, and electricity 
for power,’ Levin says. “We built suits 
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that could be plugged in, manipulated 
800 pounds of dirt, and we won an 
excellence award from the New York 
Fringe Festival for another show where 
we plunged a performer into molten 
wax. Things like that.” 

Each of Levin’s performances will 
be followed by a talk-back moderated 
by Ayodele Nzinga of the Oakland the- 
ater company Lower Bottom Playaz, 
which fosters the creation of new 
work, supports theater artists at all 
stages of their careers, and produces 
existing plays that shed light on the 
lives of inner-city inhabitants. Levin 
will also participate in the SFIAF’s pan- 
el discussion about Black Lives Matter 
and the role of the artist in sociopo- 
litical movements, moderated by edu- 
cator, poet, and former Black Panther 
Party member Ericka Huggins. 

Levin is in good company at this 
year’s SFIAF, which features a truly

eclectic lineup of theater, dance, music, 
and performances as hard to classify 
as Single Point Perspective. The festival 
emphasizes broad audience engage- 
ment by offering talk-backs, lectures, 
and family-oriented programming that 
invite us all to be open to sharing our 
views, and, perhaps more importantly, 
to listening to others. 

“When we speak other people’s 
stories, we hold them in our mouths 
and we can start knowing what to look 
for and learning to listen,” Levin says. 
“I don’t have answers, but I can offer a 
starting point for reflection.”

Running Up 
That Hill 


Last week, I took my first trip 
to Sacramento to lobby at the state capi- 
tol. It was a grueling day of tense meet- 
ings and hushed strategic conversations 
about how to save the world — just like I 
dreamed it would be. The flags, the clas- 
sic architecture, the sweaty stink of 
power wafting through the historic hall- 
ways — it all evoked a sense of romance. 
And why not? I love my country more 
than [ve loved most men. 

When I was in first grade, my teach- 
er asked each of us what we wanted to 
be when we grew up. “The president,” 

I replied (with very little hesitation). 

I was also interested in acting and 
marine biology, but as awesome as sea 
otters are, being the leader of the free 
world sounded like the better fit. 

I barely remember a time in my life 
when I was not aware of Hillary Clin- 
ton or certain that she would 
one day be the first female 
president, paving the 
way for my future 
run. For preco- 
cious girls in 
1990s America, 
Hillary was a 
mythic figure, 
the chosen 
one who could 
shatter the 
glass ceiling 
once and for all 
— more akin to 
Hercules or Santa 
Claus than a flesh- 
and-blood human. She 
came into my life set toa 
soundtrack of lonely Lisa Simpson 
saxophone solos, serving as a beacon 
of hope for smart girls with strong 
opinions. 

However, among my progressive 
peers, it’s not at all hip to be “with 
her.” Everybody I know is “feeling 
the Bern,” including — bless their 
hearts — my aging hippie parents, 
who have voted for Ralph Nader more 
times than Iam comfortable admitting 
publicly. 

I’ve had hushed conversations with 
a few friends about our secret support 
of The Clintaur, but as we head toward 
the general election in November, | 
have felt the urge to publicly endorse 
Hillary Clinton. 

I know she isn’t perfect. How could 
she be? She has had to navigate a 
minefield of misogyny and patriarchy 
on her way to the top. But she has 
earned it. She deserves it. She’s the 
most qualified, having lived through 
two terms in the White House, been 
twice elected to the Senate from New 
York, and serving as secretary of state. 
She is far and away the most qualified 
for the position — but when have 
qualifications mattered when choosing 
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a man over a woman for a job? 

People laugh at her ruthless ambi- 
tion, calling her hawkish and a liar, but 
I believe those critiques actually say 
more about our own discomfort with 
women in power than about Clinton as 
a politician and candidate. 

It’s important to remember that 
in the ’90s, neither the press nor the 
public warmed to Clinton, holding her 
under constant scrutiny for overstep- 
ping in her role as first lady. 

It was common knowledge that Hil- 
lary was her husband’s closest adviser. 
One person whom Katie Couric inter- 
viewed in a 1993 NBC special report 
said of Hillary, “The power that she has 
bothers me a lot.” 

Later, Couric unabashedly asked 
the first lady why people have com- 
pared her to Lady Macbeth, and went 
on to cross-examine her about wheth- 
er she authentically enjoys picking out 
tablecloths, why she chose to have her 

quarters in the West 
Wing rather than 
the East Wing 
(where first ladies 
traditionally work 
from), and if she 
thinks of herself 
as a “political 
liability” for her 
husband. 

For all the 
progress we 
have made, 
America con- 
tinues to have 

anxiety about 
female leadership, 
and still Clinton has 
a 
<S persevered. 
ce? If she has had to deal 
with condescending Katie 
Couric interviews passive-aggres- 
sively attacking her femininity in pub- 
lic, I shudder to imagine what sort of 
harassment and snark she’s dealt with 
privately with fellow politicians. 

I hate when people say, “But I’m not 
voting for her because she’s a woman.” 
Fuck that. The fact that she’s a wom- 
an means she has had to put up with 
more bullshit and harassment during 
her political career than most of us can 
even imagine. Being a woman makes 
her more qualified for the job because 
she has had to work twice as hard as 
her male counterparts to get where 
she is. 

And truthfully, Pve been waiting 
for a girl to be president since the first 
grade. I’ve watched Hillary Clinton on 
her long and hard quest to the oval 
office, and if she doesn’t win, well — I 
just don’t know quite how Im going to 
break it to that little first grader inside 
me that still has a silly dream about 
being president someday, too. 
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Viva 
If the logline “young hairdresser in Ha- 
vana dreams of becoming a drag per- 
former” sounds like a movie that was 
made during the queer film renaissance 
of the 1990s, that’s because Paddy 
Breathnach’s Viva hits many familiar 
beats. Jesus (Héctor Medina) works as 
a hairdresser for clients and at a drag 
club where he does indeed hope to be- 
come a professional female imperson- 
ator as well — because it’s who he is, 
and because one of his only other op- 
tions is sex work. His already precari- 
ous life is thrown into disarray with the 
sudden return of his vanished father 
Angel (Jorge Perugorria), a former 
boxer, chronic drunk, and all-around 
boor who would rather his son sleep 
with men for money than wear a dress. 
To Viva’s credit, it doesn’t waste any 
time getting to the main conflict; Angel 
knows from the start that his son is 
queer. But except for the character of 
maternal club owner Mama (Luis Al- 
berto Garcia), the drag aspect never re- 
ally feels like it has a point other than 
as something for Angel to push against 
beyond his son just not being a macho 
asshole like himself —and to occasion- 
ally shock the straights, including an 
early full-frontal peen 
shot. Viva doesn’t say anything new, 
but what it says isn’t bad, either. SC 


Dough 
John Goldschmidt’s Dough is a stoner 
comedy without any stoners, which is 
oddly appropriate considering its themes 
of blending cultures. Nat Jonathan 
Pryce) is a Hasidic widower who runs a 
kosher London bakery and is quite set in 
his ways, even though he’s been losing 
both customers and employees to the big 
shiny supermarket chain run by the vil- 
lainous Sam Cotton (Philip Davis). Ne- 
cessity requires Nat to hire immigrant 
Muslim teenager Ayyash (Jerome 
Holder), who deals grass on the side to 
help his mother (Natasha Gordon) make 
ends meet, and Nat finds his business 
unexpectedly booming when Ayyash ac- 
cidentally drops his diggity-diggity-dank 
into the dough. While the notion that 
Nat would be able to sell pot-infused 
challah strong enough to get the attend- 
ees at a Shabbos dinner baked without 
anyone, including himself, figuring it out 
doesn’t quite overcome suspension of 
disbelief, it’s less important than the fa- 
ther-son relationship that grows be- 
tween Nat and the sweet-natured Ayyash 
— particularly as they discover that 
they’re devoted to their religious rituals 
in ways that are mystifying to the secular 
world, but not to each other. Jonathan 
Pryce is always great, but Jerome Holder 
is a real find, displaying a charisma remi- 
niscent of the similarly unknown John 
Boyega in Attack the Block. Hopefully 
Holder has a similarly high-profile career 
in his future. SC

Dungeness crab 
tagliatelle

Even before we sit, I’m reminded 
of Jonathan Waxman’s place in the fir- 
mament of California cuisine. 

“We sparkle our own water,” says an 
eager server, offering a choice between 
that and still (though who can say no 
to house-sparkled H20?). 

This is a homecoming of sorts. After 
stints at Chez Panisse under Jeremiah 
Tower and later at Michael’s in San- 
ta Monica, the Berkeley native has 
lavished most of his attention on the 
Eastern time zone, especially at Barbu- 
to, his Manhattan flagship. 

There were whispers that Barbuto 
might lose its lease, and then — hey, 
it won Waxman a James Beard Foun- 
dation Award last week for Best Chef: 
New York City (Five Boroughs). Not 
for nothing was his Top Chef nickname 
“Obi Wan Kenobi.” 

So the 65-year-old Waxman is at 
the peak of his proverbial game, mak- 
ing this a propitious moment for the 
sagacious chef to take on a massive 
6,500-square-foot venue. However, as 
a rule of thumb, large restaurants can’t 
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afford to take as many risks. With huge 
capital outlays and so many covers re- 
quired each night to stay afloat, bigger 
typically means conservative. (And 
Waxman’s is big, all right: It’s actually 
two businesses in one, a restaurant 
and a café.) And it is enjoyable, if risk- 
averse. An emphasis on seasonality 
gives chefs a choice: Get adventurous, 
or hew close to expectations. I think 
this restaurant has chosen the latter. 
But even that critique is muted by 
the many excellent plates. Starting off, 
the chargrilled asparagus with dande- 
lion, mustard blossom, and a hub of 
poached egg ($16) was a beautifully 
composed and executed dish, with the 
asparagus spears sliced lengthwise and 
cooked so that some were blackened 
and others remained bright. If Thanks- 
giving were held in the spring, it could 
be a national side dish on par with 
mashed potatoes. Flecked with red and 
green, the halibut carpaccio ($16) was 
very pretty if not quite as spectacular; 
although the variety of textures and 
the salty-sweet flavor were harmoni- 
ous, overall it veered more toward a 
guacamole ceviche and could have been

sparer had there been 
less avocado. A highly 
satisfying pork meat- 
ball with goat cheese, 
marinara, pesto, and 
fonduta ($13) remind- 
ed me of the filling in 
an imperial roll —a 
favorable, if possibly 
low-brow compari- 
son — while the only 
weak link was an icky, 
undersalted duck liver 
mousse en cocotte 
($12) that had enough 
stringy globs in it to 
make the act of eating 
it feel more like field 
dressing it. 

Among mains, 
the standouts were a 
Dungeness crab tagli- 
atelle with jalapeno 
and Meyer lemon 
— technically cate- 
gorized under “Pasta, 
Etc.,” $26 — that 
zeroed in on the per- 
fection that is butter, 
garlic, and crab (with 
a very subtle kiss of 
mint). I have to admit 
that the pasta felt a 
little brittle, but the 
flavor was so envelop- 
ing it hardly mattered. 
Another solid choice 
was a separating-from-the-bone short 
rib over spring garlic panisse that felt 
underpriced — relative to Waxman’s 
peers, anyway — at $31 and that 
maintained its powers for days until I 
eventually finished it at home. 

The drinks, though, were uneven. 
That margarita ($12) might have been 
the least sweet and most morose mar- 
garita I’ve ever had, something that 
feels sadder considering that it’s trium- 
phantly called the “Waxman’s Margar- 
ita.” (A cloudy orange Corpse Reviver 
#2, made with Combier and Avion 
D’Or, was not only better all around, 
but sweeter.) And I feel the need to 
state that my boyfriend and I are not 
the type of people who taste one wine 
after another and wrinkle our noses, 
but David Lynch’s wine list lacked any- 
thing bold or hearty (by the glass, at 
least). The server — who intuited what 
we were after — shrugged sympathet- 
ically, and we made do with a Georges 
Descombes Brouilly Beaujolais and an 
off-menu Grenache Blanc. 

Tables are graciously spaced apart, 
of which I am very appreciative, and 
with its 20-foot ceilings, factory light- 


ing, huge expanses of exposed brick, 
and cross-sections of redwood trees, 
Waxman’s is an imposing structure. 
But for such a marquee space there 

is a paucity of experience-enhancing 
detail. Checks, for instance, come in 

a wooden clothespin, which might be 
the least-original gesture possible. And 
the restroom has a less-than-standard 
amount of privacy. 

[ hate to use the T-word — rhymes 
with “florist” — but it doesn't feel like 
cultivating a deep bench of regulars is 
the explicit point here. 

One clear purpose of Waxman’s is 
to elevate the profile of 99,000-square- 
foot Ghirardelli Square, something 
for which you only need to connect 
a few dots. (It’s partly owned by the 
high-profile real estate development 
and design firm Jamestown, which 
also owns Atlanta’s Ponce City Market, 
home to another Waxman restaurant, 
Brezza Cucina. S.F’s Planning Depart- 
ment has also given Jamestown the go- 
ahead to refurbish Pier 29 and turn it 
into a coffee-and-craft-brewery mecca.) 
Along with Bluxome Street Winery and 
the forthcoming second location of Le 
Marais Bistro and Bakery, Ghirardelli 
Square is set to become a destination 
food hall known for more than waxy 
chocolate. 

And because it’s an obvious choice 
for wedding receptions and similar 
events, it’s competing with Fort Mason 
as much as the Ferry Building. 

In the end, all of this adds to the 
conservative edge. Waxman’s is a state- 
ment piece, an investment vehicle, and 
possibly a capstone to an illustrious 
chef’s long and rewarding career. But I 
don’t know how much of a local foodie 
destination it’s going to be. Jonathan 
Waxman’s motto is “Keep it simple,” 
but Waxman’s is crying out for a bit of 
audacity and verve.

DEEP EDDY VODKA 
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Homage Takes 
the Spirit of 
Locavorism to 
New Heights

In the ever-so-slightly subterranean 
space formerly occupied by Galette 88 
comes another endeavor that elevates 
lunch from a meal eaten while hunched 
over your iPad to an act that can heal the 
world. Homage is an upscale spot with 
wall art that matches the patterns in the 
floorboards, and a penchant for sourcing 
ingredients from specific farms and 
turning them into unexpected dishes. 
Homage’s first menu, which covers 
May 2-13, leans hard on Santa Ana’s 
Knoll Farms, a family-owned plot of 
land that’s been tended by the same 
folks since 1979 and that “combines 
chemistry with music and biodynam- 
ics” (or so says Homage’s site, any- 
way). Make of that what you will, but 
Homage is taking what looks good and 
turning it into a wide variety of things, 
including a Heritage Pork Cubano 
sandwich (with calvados mustard, 
cured ham, pickled spring onions, and 
Swiss cheese, $14) and a Treviso, en- 
dive, and little gem salad ($9/$13). 
Items like that are to be expect- 
ed, more or less. As is the apple- 
wood-smoked chicken tartine ($13), a 
lovely and surprisingly acidic mixture 
of seared escarole, marinated citrus, 
feta, fava leaves, and a chicken demi- 
glace. But Homage also adds unusual 
stuff to the menu: Think eight-layer 
lasagna with the could-not-be-more- 
appealing-sounding “this morning’s 
ricotta” ($14), or a duck congee ($13) 
made with Sichuan pepper and scal- 
lions. Strictly speaking, the farm may 
not be local, but a locavore ethos per-

meates the space. 


Two seasonal aperitifs on tap are 
in the works, while the wines by the 
glass are all in the $10-$14 range and 
the four beers run from $6 to $8. The 
French ambience is mostly replaced by 
a rustic vibe — as seen by the shelving 
that looks like a ladder with its legs 
spread apart in the shape of an A — 
but Homage is still a good place to 
have a daytime beer. If you’re stopping 
in before work, there are coffees and 
teas, along with an egg sandwich ($7), 
fermented oatmeal ($7), and the requi- 
site avocado toast ($6) made with rad- 
ishes (with an optional $4 Dungeness 
crab add-on). 

Although people praise In-N-Out’s 
army of in-house teens making fries 
from sacks of potatoes, Homage grinds 
its whole wheat into flour. For a space 
tucked at the nub of a dead-end alley 
— between Rickhouse and yet another 
Sushirrito outpost at that — it’s got 
to draw attention to itself somehow. 
Enter through the big wooden door, 


and partake.

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(The cost of New York’s slices is notori- 
ous for running neck-and-neck with the 
base subway fare, currently $2.75.) In 
other words: pizza here costs a lot more. 

That’s the first thing I thought of 
when I| encountered the $6 slices at 
Tony Gemignani’s new Slice House out- 
post inside The Market, the high-end 
grocery and food hall on the ground 
floor of Market Square. The second 
thing I thought of, of course, was 
holy damn, this is good pizza, worth 
every cent. The Sweet Grandma (like a 
Sicilian-style slice, but full of enough 
air pockets to keep it pillowy) comes 
with sliced Aiello cheese, a sweet sauce 
that’s added after the baking, sliced 
fresh mozzarella, sea salt, basil, orega- 
no, Romano cheese, and a garlic sauce. 
I'd love to know the exact contents of 
that sweet sauce, which are pretty hard 
to tease out in the company of so many 
other strong flavors, but its honeyed 
presence remains the top note, and the 
fat blobs of mozz bleed together nicely. 

The other slice worth recommend- 
ing is the Purple Potato, which besides 
the potato comes with shredded moz- 
zarella, “bacon or pancetta,’ rosemary, 
pesto, feta, oregano, Romano, and gar- 
lic oil. Violet-hued toppings notwith- 
standing, the oregano keeps it firmly 
within the non-experimental category 
of pizza flavors. (As a side note: Purple 
potatoes are trending harder than 
ever, hopefully owing to their regal 
beauty and nutty flavor, and not the 
semi-pseudoscience proliferating about 
its antioxidant properties.) 

There are a number of 12-inch spe- 
cialty pies in the $18-$23 range, like 
a tartufo (a white pizza with truffle 
oil), a spicier diavola, and a Jersey 
margherita pie for Asbury Park purists. 
For $35, there’s a whole fratellanza 
pie, which is basically a supreme that’s 
baked by capable-enough hands so that 
the center doesn't collapse in on itself 
when you scoop it up. 

That’s because the 12-time World 
Pizza Champion Gemignani is of 
course San Francisco's reigning pizzai- 
olo (although Matt Molina of Capo’s 
might be nipping at his heels). Tony’s 
Pizza Napoletana in North Beach isn’t 
selling the $100 Super Gold Pizza like 
it was in the run-up to the Super Bowl 
— relax, all proceeds went to charity 
— but it’s still tops. But this counter is 
a cousin to Gemignani’s other project, 
the Slice House at 680 Second St., 
which opened last year. While that 
one’s an enclosed sit-down restaurant, 
it’s not equidistant from a Blue Bottle 
and a café serving Four Barrel like the 
location in The Market is (the better 
to pep you back up after a lunch hour 
spent devouring starches). 

It might be priced more in sync 
with a Lyft than a Muni ride, but Slice 
House shows that The Market had 
room enough for another great addi- 
tion. — PLK

Pancho-Drunk Love

If you drive north from Puerto 
Vallarta to secluded-but-suddenly-hip 
Sayulita and then proceed to the next 
town, you will come to the village of San 
Francisco — better known locally as San 
Pancho. Whether this play on words in- 
spired Joe Hargrave and the powers that 
be at Tacolicious when they rebranded 
the former Chino space on the corner of 
Guerrero and 16th streets as Bar San 
Pancho, I do not know, but the 15-year 
lease suggests they hope it will be a desti- 
nation long after the other San Pancho is 
discovered and discarded by gringo 
cool-hunters looking for the next It-re- 
sort. 

Chino — which was preceded by the 
moodier, more upscale tapas bar Anda- 
lu — was a lot of fun, but for whatever 
reason it was not considered a success. 
(Xiaolongbao are hard to make, and 
Chino certainly took some flak for 
theirs.) That its successor dispenses 
with much of the over-ambition sug- 
gests that Hargrave et al. determined 
that 16th Street in the Mission is a 
place where people come to get wasted 
without messing around, and Bar San 
Pancho makes this plain with a menu 
category called chingaderas. (To the 
extent that you can translate that word 
into English, it basically means “fuck- 
ing things,” in the sense of “uh, it’s on 
the tip of my tongue, what are those 
fucking things called?”) On that list, 
you will find things like a chopped ro- 
maine and avocado salad and mussels 
ala plancha, as well as a Dorilocos Pie, 
MF Hot Wings, and MF Hotter Wings. 

As a sports bar with a cocktail list 
and better-than-fried-spuds food, it’s 
following the model established by the 
Castro’s Hi Tops, but to suck in from 
the sidewalk the same demo that hits 
up Double Dutch and Delirium, Bar 
San Pancho lets its bro flag fly high, 
too. 

We were hungry and we went with 
tortas, specifically the Milanese de 
San Pancho ($13) and a Vegetariano 
made with cauliflower in lieu of a meat 
patty ($13). The side of ancho chili 
fries rescued that Milanese — fried 
chicken with avocado, pepper jack, and 
grilled onions — from near-anonymity 
in a city full of top-notch fried chick- 
en. Burgers being the other bar food 
entrée of choice, B.S.P. has something 
called a Quesoburguesa, a burger that 
oozes con queso and comes with an ex- 
plicit prohibition against substitutions. 

The drinks were decent. I asked for 
the most spirit-forward staff favorite 
hoping I would be told the Nosotros 
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($12), and I was — and the server pro- 
nounced it with a snap of the tongue, 
so: bully for respecting Spanish. A mix 
of Del Maguey Vida mezcal, cardama- 
ro, Carpano Antica, and bitters, it ran 
after the amaro trend so hard that it 
lost its balance and turned harsh. By 
contrast, the Papi (Matusalem rum, 
Luxardo, grapefruit, and lime, $11) is 
tropical and innocent and much more 
satisfying. You can build your own 
cocktail for $11 by using one of five 
spirits and one of three house-made 
syrups, but if that feels like inviting 
the judgment of your peers, you can 
always go with a michelada, of which 
there are three. The note “Made with 
Tecate unless otherwise requested” 
spurred me to imagine how I’ve been 
limiting myself with the assumption 
that micheladas require low-ABV Mex- 
ican beers, but Bar San Pancho gets 
experimental in the right proportions 
with a variation that involves miso 
honey, habanero, and lime — which 

I recommend — and another revisits 
the MF Hot Sauce. 

It was busy but not packed on a Fri- 
day night at 10 p.m., and the lone serv- 
er working the entire floor was being 
run ragged. You have to feel more sym- 
pathy than irritation in that situation, 
but combined with the terrible lighting 
— almost all the illumination comes 
from three screens mounted over the 
bar — the sauce-stained menus, and 
the phoned-in décor that looks like 
what a senior class would do if allowed 
to repaint the high school cafeteria, 
it’s not the most inviting place to get 
a nice cocktail, even if you're pairing 
it with jalapefio poppers. Bar San Pan- 
cho’s crudeness is refreshing in its own 
way — I like getting really drunk with 
my friends and messily stuffing elote 
popcorn in my face as much as any- 
one — but there are already a million 
places to do just that. The team here 
seems to have made a calculation to hit 
a lower common denominator while 
retaining some semblance of culinary 
aspiration, and the muddled result is 
neither a proper dive nor an ideal at- 
mosphere for eating well.

Mission District native Adam 
Traore has been a firsthand witness to 
the upheaval San Francisco has experi- 
enced in the past decade. 

High housing costs and a new gen- 
eration of tech workers have displaced 
many of the people with whom Traore, 
29, grew up. For those who hang on, 
increasing tensions between minori- 
ties and the San Francisco Police De- 
partment have compelled many of his 
friends to speak out against brutality 
and discrimination. 

Traore — a hip-hop artist who per- 
forms under the moniker Adam Vida 
— doesn’t shy away from discussing 
those harsh realities in his music. Yet 
his focus, he says, is less about shining 
a light on the negative than it is about 
delivering messages of hope and resil- 
lence. 

“Even when I rap about issues that 
are sad, or focus on the struggles that 
people are going through, I want my 
fans to leave the song or the show with 
the feeling of being inspired,” says 
Traore, a first-generation American 
who is half-Senegalese and half-Italian. 
“People who are natives to this city are 
really feeling the negative effects of so 
many things, and now, more than ever, 
they need music and art that’s going to 
recharge their spirit.” 

That contrasting mix of songs that 
appeal to both the brain and the hips 
is fully evident in Traore’s 2012 album, 
The Thurl Tape, released under his 
previous recording identity, A-1. The 
album contains smoky, ominous tracks 
detailing the day-to-day struggles of 
life on the streets, as well as ebullient 
party anthems celebrating the joys of 
living for the moment. It’s a manifes- 
tation of Traore’s life philosophy — 
which he has dubbed “Thurl” — and it’s 
about thinking for yourself, accepting 
others, and working hard to accom- 
plish your goals. 

“That philosophy of Thurl is some- 
thing we can all relate to, no matter 
who you are or where you're from,” 
Traore says. “Growing up in San Fran- 
cisco taught me a lot about that. As 
different as we all are, we're really the 
same — we all want to be loved, we all 
want to enjoy each other’s company, 
we all want to be safe and secure.” 

Traore began making a name for 
himself as a rapper in the mid-2000s, 
garnering his first 15 minutes of fame 
through a music video of himself rap- 
ping while walking around San Fran- 
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cisco during the Giants World Series 
victory riots in 2012. (In 2014, when 
the Giants won the World Series again, 
Traore filmed a second music video as 
he navigated the streets of San Fran- 
cisco on foot.) Both videos — which 
captured both the joy of Giants fans 
and the ugly confrontations between 
local residents and the police — were 
picked up by the blogosphere and local 
news channels, giving Traore, then 
known as A-1, name recognition be- 
yond the Bay Area. 

Still, Traore maintains that a name 
change was necessary. 

“T just thought that A-1 was a little 
generic for what I’m trying to do,” he 
said, adding that he was often mistak- 
en for a Norwegian boy band with the 
same name. “I’ve established a good 
buzz for myself in the Bay Area, but 
I’m trying to take my sound across the 
globe, and Adam Vida is a name that’s 
just a little more worldly, I think.” 

Despite his recent stage-name 
change, Traore’s Thurl viewpoint re- 
mains the framework for his hip-hop 
career. His confessional, narrative 
rhyming — where he invites listeners 
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into both the mundane and explosive 
parts of his life — will continue, as will 
the hazy, laconic beats that back his 
delivery. 

“It’s all the same thing, just better,” 
Traore says. “The beats, the produc- 
tion, the rhymes. I’m just really trying 
to step it up right now.” 

Traore makes his debut under the 
new name this Friday at The Indepen- 
dent, where he’ll showcase material 
from his upcoming EP, tentatively 
titled Viva Vida. The EP will be released 
in late May or early June under his 
own imprint, Thurl Records, and he’s 
hoping to put out a full-length album 
by the end of the year. 

For the show, Traore will be sup- 
ported by local rappers Mikos Da 
Gawd, Richie Cunning, and Dregs One, 
and the gig is scheduled to be hosted 
by Equipto, one of five local residents 
who spent 17 days on a hunger strike, 
attempting to compel Mayor Ed Lee to 
fire police Chief Greg Suhr. (As of press 
time, with the strike ending Saturday, 
Equipto and the rest of the “Frisco 5” 
were recovering in a hospital.) Traore 
said the event will show solidarity with 
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Kelly Masumiya-Anzaldo 


the hunger strikers, part of a sizable 
contingent of protesters calling for 
Suhr’s ouster following revelations of 
racism within the department. It will 
also be an opportunity to celebrate 
San Francisco's hip-hop scene, which 
Traore said isn’t quite thriving, but is 
surviving for the moment. 

“It’s amazing every time I headline 
a San Francisco show,’ Traore says. 
“As discouraged as I get with the state 
of San Francisco and how it’s looking, 
during these shows, I’m reminded how 
present we are as a community and 
how much support we can give one 
another. It’s a beautiful thing.”

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In difficult times, Andrew Bird reveals himself.

“The thing with these loops is 
you have to live with your mistakes over 
and over again,” joked violinist, song- 
writer, and noted whistler Andrew Bird 
after having to restart a song during a 
solo set at Santa Cruz’s Rio Theatre back 
in January 2011. 

Though he uttered this offhand 
remark years ago, it is an apt encapsu- 
lation of Bird’s emotions throughout 
the entirety of his new record, Are You 
Serious — his most personal to date. 

Much has happened in Bird’s life in 
the four years since his last studio al- 
bum, Hands of Glory. He fell in love, got 
married and had a child. A critically ac- 
claimed concert documentary film, An- 
drew Bird: Fever Year, hit theaters. Bird 
made a cover album of The Handsome 
Family titled Things Are Really Great 
Here, Sort Of... and a solely instru- 
mental record (Echolocations: Canyon). 
His song “Pulaski At Night” was used 
in the season premiere of the Netflix 
show Orange is the New Black, and his 
song “The Whistling Caruso” made it 
onto The Muppets: Original Soundtrack. 

But throughout these fruitful years, 
there was a darkness lurking just below 
the surface. 

Bird doesn’t provide too much de- 
tail about the bad times, but he recent- 
ly told Paste that his wife, Katherine, 
was fighting an “unspecified medical 
issue, which led the couple and their 
4-year-old child to relocate to Los An- 
geles. Though “nobody died,” Bird calls 
the previous few years “a bad time for 
a while” — and you can hear it in the 
music. 

“A lot of the songs are about what 
me and my new family went through 
in the last four or five years,” says Bird, 
speaking from his residence in Los An- 
geles’ Los Feliz neighborhood. “It was 
an incredibly difficult time.” 

While it might not seem strange 
for a singer-songwriter to be so candid 
and revealing in his lyrics, it is strange 
when you consider that it is Bird who 
is the one doing the sharing. The violin 
virtuoso’s lyrics are notoriously hard 
to crack, relying heavily on big words 
and on math and science references. 
His songs are couched in metaphors 
and encrypted messages, and Bird even 
claimed that he’s received backlash on 
the internet from people who say his 
lyrics aren't relatable. 

But with Are You Serious — the 10th 
solo full length for the former Squirrel 
Nut Zippers member — Bird is travers- 
ing new territory, nixing his hermetic

writing style of yore for one that is 
more accessible and easier to decode. 

“T was interested in speaking in a 
more plain, direct way,” he says. “I’m 
always interested in doing the thing 
that’s going to be the hardest to do and 
that is hard — to have more of a nar- 
rative or pointed, lyrical songs. Songs 
that both get to the point of some- 
thing, but also leave enough room for 
the listener to say, ‘Oh, this could be 
about my life.’ It’s really easy for me to 
be more poetic and go off into some 
out-there ideas. I really pushed myself 
not to do that.” 

The results are astounding. The 
track “Valleys of the Young” represents 
everything Bird has shied away from in

the past. By detailing his insecurities 
and concerns with becoming a father, 
Bird gives listeners a rare glimpse into 
his psyche and personal life. The song 
even details a nightmare he had in 
which his future-adult son overdoses 
on pills as Bird turns 64. 

Being a married man also contrib- 
uted to the album’s less nuanced, easi- 
er-to-understand lyrics. 

“T think knowing who you're with 
and who you're going to be with can 
mean that you don’t have to encrypt 
your thoughts and feelings as much,” 
he explains. “I have to admit I probably 
did it sometimes to protect the inno- 
cent.” 

No longer protecting himself or 
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others from the listener, Bird seems to 
have realized with Are You Serious that 
being upfront and unabashed with 
one’s mistakes and hardships is not 
necessarily the worst thing. And very 
rarely have anyone’s mistakes sounded 
this beautiful.

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Can't Stop, Won't Stop

Whoever decided James Brown 
was the hardest-working man in show busi- 
ness clearly never met Charles Bradley. 

After all, the soul singer known as 
“The Screaming Eagle” was 62 years 
of age when his debut album, 2011’s 
No Time for Dreaming, was released. 
That record was the culmination of a 
life of hardships: For decades, Bradley 
performed as a James Brown imper- 
sonator, slept on subways, worked 
thankless odd jobs, and endured his 
brother’s murder. 

Now, Bradley is one of the hottest 
retro-soul singers around, performing 
live sets on programs like The Late 
Show with Stephen Colbert and CBS This 
Morning. His music has been used in 
TV shows like American Dad!, and his 
songs have been remixed by artists 
such as Jay Z and Asher Roth. 

And yet, despite these accolades, 
Bradley said he still doesn’t know how 
to handle the onslaught of fame that 
has poured in over the past five years. 

“You know, my life is honestly bit- 
tersweet,’ he says. “Even now, I’m truly 
afraid to really let myself totally be 
happy, because if I let myself be happy, 
there’s always a downside someplace, 
so I just stay neutral.” 

Fortunately, Bradley is anything 
but neutral in his music. On the title 
track of his latest album, Changes, he 
offers a remarkable, soul-infused cover 
of a Black Sabbath single. Slowing the 
song's pace down and reframing it as 
a mournful tribute to his late mother, 
it is a stunningly powerful piece of 
music. 

Bradley said he didn’t even know 
who Black Sabbath was when producer 
Tommy Brenneck approached him with 
the idea to record the cover. 
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“T listened to the lyrics and they had 
some deepness that fit my soul,” he 
says. ‘The first two or three verses were 
kind of hard, but the last verse clicked 
right into my head. It brought back 
memories of my late mom, so that 
song helped me bind together with her 
again.” 

Bradley’s relationship with his 
mother is one of the main focuses in 
Charles Bradley: Soul of America, a docu- 
mentary premiered at South by South- 
west in 2012. Released one year after 
his debut came out, the film helped 
create a buzz around Bradley, who was 
still relatively unknown. Though much 
of it focuses on the time he spent 
working on the album, Bradley’s moth- 
er, whom he only got to know during 
the last 15 years of her life, is also a 
central tenet. 

Part of the reason for this is be- 
cause Bradley ran away from his home 
in Brooklyn at age 14 and moved to 
California, where he ended up living 
for 20 years. While out west, he lived 
for some time in the Bay Area, working 
as a cook in Menlo Park and at Bill 
Charles’ Winship Restaurant in Sau- 
salito. When new management took 
over the Menlo Park establishment and 
Bradley was subsequently let go, 500 
people signed a petition to retain him 
— a telling sign of the endless affinity 
that people have for his work, be it in 
the studio or the kitchen. 

Years later, while working as a 
cook at a club on Broadway in North 
Beach, Bradley finally met the man 
he'd made a living pretending to be: 
James Brown. Shortly before Brown 
was scheduled to go onstage, Bradley 
walked into his dressing room and 
bravely asked his idol if he could per- 
form along with him. 


“T talked to him for the five minutes 
before he had to go onstage,” Brad- 
ley recalls. “I said, James, I’ve been 
looking for an opportunity all my life. 
Give me a break.’ He looked me up and 
down and said, “Young man, you look 
like good entertainment, but I’m not 
going to let you get on that stage to 
take my show from me.” 

Instead, Brown told him to audition 
for a spot at the famed Harlem mu- 
sic venue, the Apollo Theater, where 
Bradley originally saw Brown perform 
in 1962. Bradley took his advice, per- 
forming at the venue’s amateur night 
for years as a Brown impersonator. 
Years later, Bradley has not only per- 
formed at the venue as himself, but 
he’s headlined multiple shows there, 
his name proudly displayed on the 
marquee out front. 

With three records under his belt, 

a hectic schedule of international 
touring, and legions of fans clamor- 
ing for more of his throat-shredding, 
knee-buckling sound, the world is 
finally Bradley’s for the taking. 

The thing is, there’s not much he 
wants. 

“T just want to give people a good 
show,’ he says. “I want to reach in my 
heart and give it to them, and give 
them something to really think about, 
help them with their own deep emo- 
tions inside, and how they feel. That’s 
what I’m about.” 

Sounds like a reasonable request, es- 
pecially when it’s coming from the hard- 
est-working man in show business.

His releases (on labels like 
Opal Tapes from the U.K. and Bay Area- 
centric label Jacktone Records) feature 
heavy, pounding kick drums paired with 
dirty acid squelches. He's an excellent 
live performer, improvising on the fly, 
sounding just as visceral as on record.

NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS

Hobson's Choice by Hollow Deck 
Loosely speaking, Hollow Deck is an 
experimental folk two-piece act, which is 
actually much more enjoyable than that 
sounds (banjo, violin, voice, turntable 
scratching, and drum machines all 
feature). A particular dichotomy 
pervades throughout the album. Just 
when the pair seem to be getting a little 
too self-consciously strange, they pull it 
together and weave beautiful, arresting 
melodies. And before you think they're 
making straightforward folk, everything 
falls apart. Somehow, the final product 
is far more catchy than it has any right 
to be. 


Acacia A/V by Tlaotlon 
This double-flexi disc release (paper- 
thin plastic “records” once included as

inserts in magazines) is the closest thing 
you ll find to “techno” in the Weird Ear 
discography. “Turbo Mimosa” features 
parallel rhythms that seem to make no 
sense juxtaposed against each other. 
But if you refrain from listening too 
carefully, they all coalesce somehow, 
like a Magic Eye image popping into 

3D as your eyes unfocus. “Nekta’ 
masquerades as controlled chaos, but 
suddenly a coherent beat appears, 
buoyed later by a melancholy, spectral 
melody. Adventurous, creative DJs will 
find much to love in this little bit of 123 
b.p.m. post-rhythmic strangeness. 


Taushiro 

by German Army 

Another double-flexi release (quite lovely 
to look at, in red and blue translucent 
vinyl), Taushiro is an EP by wildly prolific 
group German Army, and perhaps 

the most frustrating release of this 
batch. Frustrating because Taushiro 
comprises many short ditties, most 
barely more than a minute long — 
tape loops and disembodied vocals 
join occasional throbbing beats, 
murky guitars, and loopy synthesizers. 
The result is compelling, but quite 
incoherent — and maybe that’s the 
point, really. Listen without thinking 
too hard about it and you'll find short 
moments of wonder all throughout 
this EP. 


Vision Magic Voyage by A Magic 
Whistle 

This LP comes courtesy of Andy Puls, 
a multi-instrumentalist and visual 
artist formerly based in the Bay Area. 
Split in two on both sides of vinyl, 
Vision Magic Voyage is an aptly titled 
hallucinogenic journey. Composed of 
guitar, non-lyrical vocals, and warbling 
synth, Vision sounds like psychedelic 
folk filtered through the lens of 
Indian raga. It’s a playful, charming 
listen, a wonderful contemporary 
example of the long-standing Bay Area 
psychedelic tradition.

“Wabi-Sabi” is the Japanese term for 
accepting imperfection. It’s also the 
title of the husband-and-wife band 
Cross Record’s second album, re- 
leased this February. Over the course 
of 2014 and 2015, Emily Cross, the 
band’s singer-songwriter, found 
time while working 60-hour weeks 
at restaurants, supermarkets, and 
nanny jobs to craft the album, which 
is the band’s first release with the la- 
bel Ba Da Bing Records. (Prior to 
signing, Cross and her husband, Dan 
Duszynski, released their music in- 
dependently through Bandcamp — 
and they still do.) Written and 
composed at the couple’s 18-acre 
ranch in the small town of Dripping 
Springs, Texas, Wabi-Sabi ties to- 
gether Cross’ breathy, folksy vocals 
with swathes of guitar, marimba, ka- 
limba, glitchy electronics, and ac- 
companiment from a women’s choir. 
Reminiscent of early Cat Power re- 
leases, the album mixes delicate 
sounds with harsher, unfiltered 
noises, and proves that even cacoph- 
ony can be melodic.
